The building is admirably _lo- 
cated for the purpose. In the 
front is a large, well lighted of- 
fce and sample room, behind 
which is a store room that holds 
several car loads of flour and 
feed. Under the whole building 
is a well-ventilated cellar, so 
much needed for a produce and 
fruit business. Behind this build- 
ing are large sheds for hay, and, 
pens for fowls. A short distance ' 
away is the chopping mill, the 
original unit of the business, 
which ‘in addition to a large cus- 
tom business, keeps the store 
well supplied with all kinds of 
chop, so that the people of La- 
combe now have all kinds of feed 
delivered to them daily. The bus- 
iness is not clashing with other 
merchants, but co-operating with 
them, and in the retail line is 
picking up various odds and ends 
that other establishments in the 
past have been too busy to at-| 
tend to.

ROTTEN CANADIAN POLITICS 


The two political parties may 
both be well pleased with them- 
selves through having secured the 
declaration of the court that the 
Macdonald by-election is void, 
but the electors have no reason 
to be satisfied.
